Q W and again some relatively small knot in the wide fabric of 
human affairs gathers into itself a surprising number of diverse 

strands out of the long historical patterns and holds them still for us 

to look at and to marvel. Such a “knot" is this modest venture in 

bibliography. Here in these pages one may trace a history of the art 

development of American industry. One 

the long roll of American scholars engaged in most meticulous 
study of ancient languages and the art of translating them. The 
movement of American life may be traced from the colonies on the 
Atlantic seaboard to its western shores. Here there is documented 
a small but important aspect both of commercial enterprise and of 
benevolent initiative. More than all these, one may trace the power 
of religion and a great religious book to mold the life and ideas of a 
nation as it rose from smaU beginnings to greatness. 

In considering the problem of the selection of entries from among 
Scriptures published in the United States to be entered in the an¬ 
ticipated revision of the first volume of "Darlow and Moule " * the 
Library of the American Bible Society adopted the writers sug¬ 
gestion of preparing (primarily for local reference) a loose-leaf bib¬ 
liographical catalogue. Upon this basis the skilled and accurate 
labors of Miss Dagny Hansen drew together the considerable ma¬ 
terial in the Society’s library , the entries in O’Callaghan, Editions 
of the Bible; Evans, American Bibliography 1639-1800; Simms, 
The Bible in America; Wright, Early Bibles in America; and 
Pope, English Versions of the Bible; and the records of the Li¬ 
brary of Congress’s Union Catalog. The considerably more than 
five-foot shelf resulting has been enlarged and elaborated by Mr 
Robert D. AUenson, and all has been overseen and re-edited by the 

exceptional experience of Miss Margaret T. Hills, M.A., the So¬ 
ciety’s Librarian.

As it grew in bulk and scope, it seemed more worthy of elaboration and 
publication. The work could have been done quite differently if we had 
had in mind the publication of this material in its present form. 

The bibliography is based on the American Bible Society’s collection of 
American printings of the Scriptures in English, checked against similar 
holdings in The New York Public Library and a microfilm (secured in 1956) 
of the English Bible section of the Library of Congress Union Catalog of 
Bibles. These entries were further checked against E. B. O’Callaghan’s A 
List of Editions of the Holy Scriptures.. . Printed in America previous to 
1860, John Wright’s Early Bibles of America, P. Marion Simms’s The Bible 
in America, and Hugh Pope’s English Versions of the Bible (Revised and 

Amplified by Rev Sebastian Bullough). In each entry the copy described is 
either one owned by the American Bible Society (NNAB) or, lacking that, 
a New York Public Library copy (NN). Descriptions of books in neither of 
these collections were often obtained by correspondence, although Robert 
Allenson also examined personally a good many volumes at the American 
Antiquarian Society, Yale, Harvard, and several libraries in Philadelphia. 
All the items in Part I and many in Part II were either examined personally 
or checked by correspondence. Other items in Part II were taken directly 
from the Union Catalog microfilm. Efforts were made to locate some items 
in Part I through writing to libraries and historical societies. Where no loca¬ 
tion could be found for a copy listed in O’Callaghan or Wright, the page 
reference to that source is given. We have relied heavily on O’Callaghan 
and Wright for much valuable information incorporated into descriptions of 
items, and it seems appropriate that this new bibliography should appear 
exactly a century after the publication of Dr O’Callaghan’s most valuable 

work. 


We have included in this work only Scriptures in English but hope that a 

similar publication covering editions in other languages may eventually be 
prepared.

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ARRANGEMENT is chronological by year. Within each year Bibles are 
given first, by size (largest to smallest), then Old Testaments and Old Test¬ 
ament parts, then New Testaments and New Testament parts. In general 
only complete Bibles or Testaments are listed. When a new translation ap¬ 
peared in parts, however, the separate parts have usually been listed as 
issued, although in some cases the later parts have been listed under the 
first entry. Undated books have not been included without some evidence 
for ascribing a possible date. Books issued over several years have been 
entered under their earliest date, the entry date usually being that of 
the main title, and the second date, where differing from the main title, that 
of the New Testament (e. g. 1782/81). Books issued in volumes are entered 

under the date of the earliest volume. 


TITLES as given do not reproduce exactly the type style, line breaks, punc¬ 
tuation, or capitalizations of the title-pages except for a few such important 

books as the first New Testament and the first Bible printed in America (Nos 
1 and 11). The name of the publisher is always given before the place of 
publication and is preceded by the name of the printer or plate maker. 
Square brackets enclosing a name indicate that it appears not on the title- 
page but on its verso. 


PAGINATION is usually given in totals, though for some important editions 
a summarized collational formula is given. In a formula such as "(10) (1276) 
1277-1310 (89)” (No 30) the first sum within parentheses represents the 
number of pages containing preliminary matter, the second the number con¬ 
taining Old and New Testaments with intervening matter; the page numbers 
in series indicate a group of paginated additional matter (pages 1277—1310 
Index and Tables); the third sum the number of pages containing another un¬ 
paginated or separately paginated group (89-page Concordance). When the

MEASUREMENT in Part 1 (usually taken from page 3 of the text) covers 
the type page, including marginal material, folios, etc, and is given in milli¬ 
metres. It is recognized that such measurement for books of this period may 
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for various reasons not always be dependable. In Part H the measurement 

is of the height of the spine, in centimetres. 

Where measurements could not be obtained, as for unlocated items in 

O’Callaghan, the listed size is given — e. g. “12mo.” 

LOCATION of copies is indicated by the symbols in the Eighth Edition 
Revised of Symbols used in the National Union Catalog of the Library of 
Congress. A table of the symbols with identification appears on p xxix. 

In some cases we have included descriptions of privately owned copies 
of copies found only in a publisher’s office collection. Inquiries about these 
should be addressed to the American Bible Society.

VERSIONS: Unless otherwise indicated the text is that of the King James 

Authorized Version, first published in 1611. No history of this version is 

given here nor of the Rheims-Douay Version of 1582-1609/10, as both these 

standard versions and their histories are well known. Nor is mention made 
of the revision of the Rheims-Douay text by Dr Challoner in the middle of 
the eighteenth century. For identification of such editions up through 1860 
we have depended on Father Parsons’ study, “First American Editions of 
Catholic Bibles. ’ The reader is referred to Pope’s English Versions of the 
Bible for much interesting and valuable information on Roman Catholic 
editions. For other translations or revisions we have attempted to give de¬ 
tails as to the translator or translators and the background, purpose, and 
scope of the work.

DESCRIPTIONS: After version or edition identification (if not AV text), 
comes first a descriptive list of the make-up, contents, and arrangement of 
the text if it is not in normal double-column, verse-paragraph form. This is 
followed by any additional information. 


APOCRYPHA: If the word Apocrypha appears in the title, its inclusion is 

not always given in the description of a King James Bible. The pagination 
is usually separate and stands out where full pagination is given. This 
terial was very often included in quarto and folio Bibles through the first 
half of the nineteenth century but appears less and less in recent editions 
and in general is not included today. Exceptions

ILLUSTRATIONS: We have not been very systematic in dealing with illus¬ 
trations. We were interested in Alexander Anderson and a few other Ameri¬ 
can artists, who are listed in the general index, but have made no attempt to 
list all the artists, engravers, etc whose works appear in the books described. 


INDICES: The following indices have been provided to enable the user of 

the bibliography to find various kinds of material: 

Geographical Index: Publishers listed by towns, the towns being grouped 

by states. 

Index of Publishers and Printers: A list of firms and individuals with 
the reference numbers of related items. Figures in parentheses refer to 

instances in which a printer or firm is referred to in relation to a publica¬ 
tion which does not bear his name. 

Index of Translations and of Translators and Revisers: A list of trans¬ 
lations and versions, and a list of individuals who have revised or trans¬ 
lated afresh the actual text. This may involve simply changes in English 
wording or different readings or renderings of the basic Hebrew or Greek 

texts. 

Index of Editors and Commentators: A list of people who have added 

introductions, concordances, dictionaries, notes, and other material sup¬ 
plemental to the Bible text. 

Index of Edition Titles, such as the Dartmouth and Polyglott Bibles. 

General Index: Lists artists, individuals, first appearances of special items 
such as the 1611 “The Translators to the Reader,’’ and various other points 

of information. 

We have not included in the indices all the editions with Canne s mar¬ 
ginal references. Brown’s or Cruden’s Concordance, William Stone’s plan 
for Reading the Bible through in a year, or other often-reprinted supple¬ 
mentary matter, though there is usually a note at the first appearance of 
such matter.

William Bradford, the pioneer printer of Philadelphia and New York, late 
in the seventeenth century had issued a prospectus for an annotated Bible to 

cost 20 shillings (half to be paid in silver and half in produce). A few years 
later Cotton Mather sought subscriptions to finance his Biblia Americana, 
an annotated edition on which he had worked for years, but was unable to 
find a publisher either in America or England. (John Eliot’s Massachusetts 
Indian Bible and Christopher Saur’s German Bibles belong to another story.) 


Sole witness for the first English Bible printed in America is Isaiah Thomas. 
When he was six years old he went to work for a Boston printer, Zechariah 
Fowle, to whom he was apprenticed a year later. While he was learning to 
set type he heard compositors talking about a Bible and New Testament on 
which they had previously worked. When, after half a century in the busi¬ 
ness, Thomas wrote his History of Printing in America, he told of a New 
Testament printed in Boston by Gamaliel Rogers and Daniel Fowle (brother 
of Zechariah), and also of a Bible printed by Kneeland and Green. He stated 
specifically that of a 12mo New Testament 2,000 copies were printed and of

of Governor Hancock, Daniel Henchman, who was then interested in sev¬ 
eral publishing ventures. From the known dates of the two partnerships the 
New Testament must have been printed about 1749 and the Bible before

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ing his book Thomas did not know of the location of any copies of either the 
Bible or Testament but said that Governor Hancock had owned one of the 
Bibles. Hancock’s library seems to have been destroyed by fire, and no copies 
of either book have since been successfully identified. Presumably a volume 
printed in Boston with a London imprint could be distinguished from an 
actual London product by, as Thomas says, “the niceties of typography.” 

It is true that Isaiah Thomas was a very young boy when he heard the 
compositors’ tale; yet Clifford K. Shipton, who has written a most interesting 

book on Thomas, says that he 
ever I doubted him, I was proved wrong.” Thomas may easily have got the 
first name of the imprint wrong. But who can say whether the Boston Baskett 
Bible is really fact or fiction? 

The Massachusetts Gazette for 7 December 1770 carried an advertisement 
by John Fleeming of Boston for “The First Bible ever printed in America," 
in two folio volumes, with annotations, etc by the Rev Samuel Clark, to be 
printed from new type. Mr John Alden of the Boston Public Library tells us 
that in the Massachusetts Historical Society there is a four-page sheet with a 
sample of the text. This is not recorded in Evans or in Fords Massachu¬ 
setts Broadsides, but it is quoted in O’Callaghan (p xvii, 27). Printing was to 
begin as soon as 300 copies had been subscribed for, but the required sub¬ 
scriptions did not come in and the work was not begun.* 

With the opening of the war with England the colonies were cut off from 
supplies of Scriptures from England, although some came in from Hol¬ 
land. The importance of English Bibles to the leaders of the country is evi¬ 
dent in the concern of the Continental Congress, which voted on 11 Septem¬ 
ber 1777 (by a majority of one) to import at government expense 20,000 

Bibles from Holland. Without waiting for our struggling government to 
take this proposal from the shelf, several American printers undertook to 
provide Testaments printed in Philadelphia, Trenton, Boston, and Wilming¬ 
ton. Even these small books, in view of the scarcity and poor quality of paper 
and ink, were ambitious undertakings. It was not until toward the end of the 
war that the printer to the Congress, Robert Aitken, undertook a whole Bible.

One of the most interesting of the early Bible printers was the Irish polit¬ 
ical refugee, Mathew Carey, who in 1790 printed the first American Douay 
Bible, but who ten years later went into publication of King James Bibles, 
of which he issued thousands during the following fifteen years. He special¬ 
ized in quarto Bibles on several grades of paper, with varying kinds of maps 
and illustrations, and with or without the Apocrypha, a Concordance, and/or 

the Metrical Psalms (these particularly for Scotch Presbyterians). All of 
these men and their successors in the early nineteenth century were ambi¬ 
tious printers and good business men who had

The invention of stereotyping (see 1812 Bible, No 213) begins a story 
that has not yet been fully told, particularly as it relates to the circulation of 
stereotype plates among New England and New York state printers during 
the early nineteenth century. O’Callaghan has some information on this, but 
to carry it further would require minute examination of hundreds of editions 
in addition to those represented in the Bible Society’s own large collection. 
The Rev Wilfrid Parsons, S.J., covers early Roman Catholic editions in his 
“First American Editions of Catholic Bibles” (Historical Records and Studies, 
Vol xxvn). Many of the editions of the Phinney firm have similar pagination 
but have been reset page for page and often nearly line for line, and Bibles 
with other imprints are closely related to these. The plates used by most of 
the printers and publishers before 1860 were stereotyped by only two or 
three firms. The same paginations occur even well into the later decades of 
the nineteenth century. The Phinney and Holbrook and Fessenden firms 
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xvm 

were developed by enterprising frontier publishers. John Holbrook was a 
capable business man who had done well for himself in several lines before 
taking over his son-in-law’s publishing business on that young man’s sudden 
death. Neither Cooperstown nor Brattleboro in the early 1800s would seem 
natural centers for publishing enterprises, but the number of entries for 
these firms in the index of publishers and printers will show something of the 
extent of their activities in Bible publishing. The Connecticut Valley seems 
to have been a particularly active region in addition to Lunenburg, Mass, 
Windsor, Vt, Claremont, N. H., Concord, N. H., and Hartford. The geo¬ 
graphical index includes many towns no longer associated with printing 
at all. 

The geographical index also shows some interesting editions with Cana¬ 
dian imprints, which present a fascinating problem. For not only was it illegal 
to print the King James Bible in Canada, but according to a law passed by 
Parliament in 1825 it was illegal to import into Canada books whose publica¬ 
tion in Great Britain was illegal. On 26 July 1827 the Colonial Advocate 
(published in York [now Toronto], Upper Canada, by William Lyon Mac¬ 
kenzie) carried a story about a “most noteworthy and revered preacher of 
the Presbyterian persuasion {of and from the United States of America)” 
having solicited subscriptions for a quarto Bible to be printed in Canada on 
Canadian-made paper and to be bound by Canadian bookbinders. Soon 
some 800 copies had been subscribed for at five dollars in sheep and six in 
calf. Mr Mackenzie had cooperated with this Rev Mr Thompson in his inquiry 
about printers, for he himself was most interested in fostering domestic in¬ 
dustries. Now he had learned that “his reverence” had made up his mind to 
get his Bible printed “on the second hand stereotype plates of some country 
printer (whose name we have forgotten) in that portion of his late majesty’s 
domains now known as the state of New York.” On 9 August Mackenzie 
printed a story headed “Beware of Wooden Nutmegs,” warning again of the 
imminent importation of these books, and calling as witnesses to his previous 
cl aim of misrepresentation Mr John Eastwood, papermaker; Francis Collins, 
printer; and Mr Maxwell, cabinet maker (among others), and referring to 

the law of 1825. 

In the Toronto Public Library there is a broadside ( Bibliography of Cana- 
diana. No 1445) dated 6 August 1827 warning the public of this nefarious 
plot.

braries consulted. While the American Bible Society disposed of some worn 
plates at about this time, it has no record of having sold any to Mackenzie. 
Other Bibles and Testaments with Canadian imprints were actually printed 

in the United States, but we have come upon no further record of 
opposition to their importation. It is fascinating to speculate on whether 
they were smuggled in or some later ordinance permitted their entry. As 
records now stand, no edition of the Authorized Version was legally 
printed in Canada until the World War II emergency edition of 1944 

(No 2427). 


That editions published by the Bible Societies south of the border were 
admitted is indicated in an article in the Colonial Advocate of 6 April 1826. 
In the course of a letter from Peter Russell Grant on printing in North Amer¬ 
ica, reference is made to the need for importing Bibles from the “British and 
United States Societies” and to $211 remitted to the American Bible Society 
by a society in Niagara. This is recorded as from the Niagara Bible Society, 
in the American Bible Society report for 1826, page 101. 

The Bible Societies, non-commercial publishers, appeared early in the 
nineteenth century. Earliest was the Philadelphia Bible Society, in 1808, in¬ 
spired by the British and Foreign Bible Society founded in London in 1804. 
Its first edition (No 213) was printed from stereotyped plates made in Eng¬ 
land. Soon other local Societies were formed, most of them purchasing their 

Bibles from local printers (see Nos 168, 181, 234). In 1816 many of these 

joined in founding the American Bible Society. The need for inexpensive

ciety necessary, and it has carried on its traditions ever since by supplying 
Scriptures f^r and wide in America and abroad and to such special groups 

people in hospitals, prisons, and the armed forces, and refugees from fire

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and flood; also Scriptures in various languages for European immigrants and 
migratory workers. 

In spite of the care with which Isaiah Thomas and Isaac Collins prepared 
their Bibles, many minor discrepancies had crept into the text at the hands 
of compositors and editors, so that in the 1830s the American Bible Society 

was often looked to as the protector of the text and many editions of sundry 
publishers bore on their title pages the statement: “Text . . , to the standard 

of the American Bible Society . . (see for example 1828, No 614). The So¬ 
ciety made extra efforts for an accurate text in 1833 (No 822) and in 1834 

(No 869). 

In addition to providing accurate texts, the Society has sought to help 
young people by introducing into its editions American spelling and by 
changing some of the now obsolete forms of the King James version, as well 
as correcting punctuation, etc. This was first done in the 1850s (Nos 1443, 

1504, 1643) and more recently in 1932 (No 2328). 

Many of the early publishers printed Bibles for other firms, while usually 

keeping their own names in the imprints. (See 1822 Phinney B, No 439). 

Later in the century appeared the practice of using local distributor imprints 
with no indication of the actual publisher or printer. This practice is only 
sketched in these entries, but we find St Louis and Alabama imprints on 
books that were obviously not printed there but closely resemble issues of 
A. J. Holman and Co or the National Publishing Company. Each of these 
firms used emblems or trade marks by which their editions can be identified. 
National Publishing editions also usually carry copyrights by J. R. Jones, 

the founder of that firm.

By the second half of the century, Bible publishing began to settle down 
in New York and Philadelphia and firms active today began to appear, such 

as A. J. Holman and Co and J. B. Lippincott. 

Also by the middle of the century some English Bibles appeared with 
the names of Thomas Nelson and Sons, Oxford University Press, and William 
Collins and Company of Scotland, all with American addresses. These edi¬ 
tions were all printed in Great Britain until late in the century, when some 
were printed from plates imported from England or were imported in sheets 
and bound in the United States. All these processes have been carried on for 
some time, and the practice of each company has varied a great deal over 
the years. It has therefore heen impossible to get a clear picture of the Amer¬ 
ican printing history of such firms even for a particular format. We have 
entered books from our own collection in which American printing is indi- 
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cated, but we are sure this is not a complete picture. Many of the twentieth 
century Bibles sold by Harper and Bros

are also printed in England and 

y copies of the Rheims-Douay Bible, such as those sold by the C. Wilder- 
Co, have been printed in Belgium, and so do not appear in these pages.

fuller data on these imported publications. One of the most frequently asked 
questions in the library of the American Bible Society is “How many Bibles 

were sold in the United States last year? 
sold since the invention of printing?” As there is no complete list of printings, 
and certainly not of the number of copies printed, such questions cannot be 
answered; commercial publishers do not often issue their statistics. 

During the 150 years of English Bible printing the physical appearance of 
the book has gone through many changes. In the eighteenth century, Bibles 
were generally bound in some grade of brown calf or sheep. Cloth appeared 
occasionally in the 1830s, but black leather was not general until about

twenty years later, and limp, divinity circuit not until the late nineteenth 
century, though “envelope flaps” were common on small Bibles in the mid¬ 
nineteenth century. (Bindings, however, are seldom included in the de¬ 
scriptions in the following pages.) 

Illustrations followed two streams 


the imaginative, to make the book 
more attractive, and, as interest in archaeology developed, the more factual. 
The earliest were woodcuts and engravings based on the work of European 
artists. Even before the end of the eighteenth century, however, American 
artists were creating their own interpretations of Bible scenes, some perhaps 
rather crude. Alexander Anderson was one whose lively woodcuts were 
widely used in the 1820s and 1830s. 


An engraving that appeared in many Bibles of the 1830s was The Peace¬ 
able Kingdom, illustrating Isaiah 11:1—9. This was from a drawing by Richard 
Westall and is said to have influenced several representations of the subject 
by the Pennsylvania "primitive” Edward Hicks (see No 717). Then came 
colored illustrations and lithographs, particularly for special title pages. 
Of particular interest is the “Illuminated Bible” published by Harper and 
Brothers about 1843 (No 1161) with hundreds of small engravings scattered 
through the text "to help and encourage the reader.” Fine steel engravings 
decorated some of the large Bibles. There was another series of “Illuminated” 
Bibles toward the end of the century with half-tones “cut in” to the text 

almost every page. Some of these were from photographs and some from 
drawings. The Dore illustrations vividly interpreted many of the family 
Bibles from about 1870 on. Reflections of changing social ideas are the

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chained African slave in an engraving The Redeemer of the World in a 
Douay Bible of 1858/57 (No 1673) and the allegorical frontispiece by 
Thomas Nast for Hitchcock’s Analysis (1871 No 1868) showing a frock- 

coated missionary helping “heathen” and other sinners struggling toward 
“the Light.” Early in the twentieth century appeared sepia reproductions 
of famous paintings and more recently still excellent colored reproductions 
of the world’s most famous Biblical masterpieces. Various publishers have 

used colored paintings which seek to reproduce dramatic scenes in accurate 

detail. 

As archaeologists began to report on actual scenes and discoveries in Bible 
lands there appeared first engravings and then half-tones from photographs 
of scenes in the Near East (No 2070) or from the paintings of Tissot in the 
1880s based on life in Bible lands, or, more recently, from excellent color 
photographs of Bible lands. A fully illustrated modem edition is The Good 
News, a New Testament published by the American Bible Society in 1955 
(No 2554) with more than 500 black and white photographs of Bible lands 

with brief archaeological notes. 

The first American pronouncing New Testament appeared m 1814 
(No 264), although a more popular edition was

These were often reprinted and have been followed by many other “Self- 
pronouncing” editions. 

A number of optimistic people have published Testaments in revised 
spelling systems. There was Comstock’s “perfect alphabet” (New Testament, 
1848 No 1388) and a different but anonymous system (New Testament, 

1855 No 1596). See p 202 and 234 for title pages. 

Of course large English Bibles from 1535 had contained marginal ref erences 
and these had continuously been elaborated and revised. Most of the early 
American quarto Bibles had references, often, as described in title pages, 
“those copious marginal References, known by the name of Canne’s” (1807 B, 
No 143), or later simply as “Canne’s Marginal Notes and References” (1816 B, 
No 296). Later the “Reference Bible . .. with References ... Key Sheet of 

Questions ... by Hervey Wilbur” had an extensive reprinting for thirty years 
(1823 NT, No 482; 1826 B, No 559). Another encouragement to easy reading

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common version is divided into paragraphs, the punctuation in many cases 

altered, and some words, not in the original expunged” (1824 NT, No 511). 

The printer Robert Estienne in the sixteenth century had popularized break¬ 
ing the text into little numbered segments, but in the nineteenth century the 
process was reversed. In 1834 James Nourse prepared a Paragraph Bible 
(No 873) with verse numbers in the margins. It was many times reprinted, 
and the form was adopted in more and more new editions. A Testament 

probably of 1858 (No 1685) printed the text without any chapter or verse 

numbers and introduced quotation marks. 

In the twentieth century there appeared a considerable number of abridged 
editions of which a few of the more interesting have been included. See 
General Index, abridgments. 

Annotated Bibles, originating in England in the seventeenth and eight¬ 
eenth centuries (and not protected even there by Crown monopoly) 
became very popular, in spite of the discouraging experiences of William 
Bradford and Cotton Mather. Scottish Presbyterians were particularly fond 
of John Brown’s Self-interpreting Bible, first printed in New York in 1792 
(No 37) and reprinted for a hundred years. There were also Thomas Scott’s 
Bible, first printed in New York in 1804/09 (No 113), and the Matthew 


soon 


Henry Bible. Some of the founders of the Bible Society were particularly 
fond of Thomas Scott’s Bible. Thomas Jefferson also had one (see No 113). 

In mid-century, Case and Coffin and others printed many editions of the 
smaller, annotated Cottage Bible (No 818). Perhaps the most interesting 
from a publishing point of view is the Polyglott Bible (first American edition 

1831, No 753). Not a polyglot Bible at all, nor even an annotated edition, it 

was an edition of the King James Bible with a full set of center references 

(Bibles earlier had references in outer margins). Originally it was published 
in England by S. Bagster and Son

as a part of a true polyglot, with matching 
other languages, printed on two large facing pages from plates 
that could be used separately for each language or arranged in various com¬ 
binations. There seems to have been some magic in the title, for by 1871 
there had been published, apparently without any permission or any ac¬ 
knowledgment to Bagster, at least 100 erroneously titled “Polyglott” editions, 

mostly in small size but sometimes in fine quarto (e. g. Holbrook & Fessen¬ 
den, 1833 No 820). 

There have been many Bible commentaries. We have listed only those 

which were published as annotated Bibles, with complete text and usually 

copious notes (often Browns or Scott’s), or those which contained inde 
pendent translations (such

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certain early twentieth-century editions in which the text was rearranged 
and annotated, following changes in the orientation of biblical scholar¬ 
ship and interest (such as Kent’s Student’s Old Testament, 1904^27, 

No 2158). 

For hundreds of years people have been entering on blank Bible leaves 
records of weddings, births, and deaths, but it was not until the 1820s that 
publishers provided special pages for the purpose, usually two or four leaves 

between the Old and New Testaments. Starting out rather simply, these 
became increasingly elaborate, with appropriate figures and symbols. In 

1858 (No 1670) a wedding certificate as part of a “Perpetual Genealogical 

Family Record” appeared in a Family Bible published by the Methodist 
Publishing House, Nashville, and this in various forms appeared later in 
many Bibles. Holman for years used one in color with doves, wedding bells, 
and bride and groom. In the 1880s there were included also “illuminated” 
Temperance pledges and albums for family photographs. During World 
War II, pages for service records were added. 

In addition to maps and charts and pictures, for hundreds of years Bibles 
have contained concordances and explanations of terms. Popular in the early 
nineteenth century were Ksts of the offices and conditions of men, and tables 
of kindred. With the growing study of archaeology and manuscript discover¬ 
ies of the late nineteenth century, the sections of helps grew bulkier and 
more elaborate. The Family Bibles contained illustrated dictionaries and all 
sorts of informational matter. Lithographed “illuminated” pages with the 
Lord’s Prayer appeared in the late nineteenth century, and in the mid¬ 
twentieth century there were decorative pages for the Beatitudes, reproduc¬ 
tions of Hoffman paintings, and pictures of Thorwaldsen statues. Some 
Roman Catholic editions had illustrated sections explaining the Rosary and 
the Stations of the Cross. Lists of prophecies, parables, and miracles and 
harmony outlines were common. 

Late in the nineteenth century appeared Bibles (1899, No 2103) with the 
words of Jesus printed in red; one publisher tried putting them in italics, but 
in a bolder italics than were used traditionally for added words. Then there 
were Bibles with stars beside Old Testament verses that contain prophecies 
fulfilled in the New. One called the “Rainbow Bible” over-printed in various 
colors passages relating to Prophecy, Salvation, etc. 

An important part of this story is the desire of scholars to make the writers 
of the Bible speak more directly to their contemporaries. The basically 
simple sixteenth-century English of the AV seemed less dignified than the 
elaborately balanced sentences of the eighteenth century and some of the 
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terminology offended Victorian sensibilities. Such editions were prepared 

in Great Britain and soon after in this country. Noah Webster's (1833,

Hebrew texts underlying the AV. Not all of them lived up to the principles 
stated in their prefaces, for some made relatively few changes in readings or 
renderings. One of the more effective was Alexander Campbell who based 
his work on that of James Macknight and Philip Doddridge and of George 
Campbell (whose rather modem views on translation were set forth in 
volume 1 of the first edition of his translation of the Gospels, London 1789). 
Jonathan Morgan (1848, No 1389) solved the problem of different transla¬ 
tions for certain Greek words by leaving them in Greek. Julia E. Smith 
(1876, No 1918) the first woman to translate the whole Bible, was a staunch 
rights-for-women leader who sought to translate every Greek or Hebrew word 
in every instance by the same English word. As scholarship advanced during 
the nineteenth century with researches in archaeology and the discoveries 
of such ancient manuscripts as the Codex Sinaiticus and, later, the even 
earlier papyri, competent American scholars were available to contribute 
richly to the English and American Revisions of 1881-1885 and 1901, the 
Revised Standard Version of 1946-1952, the Jewish Publication Society Ver¬ 
sion (1903, No 2151), and the Confraternity Version, some of them such as 
Dr Goodspeed (1923, No 2260) and Dr Moffatt (1917, No 2235), even pub¬ 
lishing their own translations. 

During the early nineteenth century translators usually worked alone. 

In the entry for L. A. Sawyer’s New Testament (1858, No 1687) there is 

quoted from his preface a plea for the value of the work of an individual 
translator: “... there are great works which individuals can perform better 
than multitudes or councils. Councils did not make the Bible at first. It 
was made by individuals each man acting for himself, and giving utterance 
to the mighty thoughts that God had given him .... nor has a council ever 
produced any immortal work of genius or learning, unless it is the English 
Bible of King James...This was written while the American Bible Union 
Committee (1862, No 1764) was working and may be a reflection of Sawyer's 
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attitude toward that project. But the advantages of group scholarship have 
been demonstrated by the American Bible Union Version, and the other 
committee versions referred to above. 

Another aspect of the results of developing Biblical scholarship was the 
change in the traditional order of the books. Dr Moulton’s Modern Reader’s 

Bible illustrates this as does also Kent’s Shorter Bible (1918 NT, No 2242; 

1921 OT, No 2253). Dr Moffatt in his Old Testament (1924-25, No 2275) 

tried to indicate the various sources of the Hexateuch by the use of different 
types. 

Bible printing on a large scale, once under way, seems to have been 
generally a profitable business, but the fact that it continues to be profitable 
is due not to the ubiquity and number of its publishers, nor to their use of 
special features and promotion schemes, but to the continuous ability of the 
Bible to make a place for itself. Its physical coverings may change from 
brown calf to red fabricoid, its appurtenances from Tables of Offices and 
Affinities to Bible dictionaries and concordances, its illustrations from fanci¬ 
ful representations of the Dragon Chained to beautiful photographs of the 
Sea of Galilee, and even its words from sixteenth to twentieth-century vo¬ 
cabulary. Its pages may glow with texts printed in red, it may appear in 
unadorned style on poor paper in poor binding or be printed in beautiful type 
on the best paper for a fine church; it may be simply produced for missionary 
purposes or elaborately prepared and promoted for “status seekers.” It may 
be the most published and even the most unread book, but a good proportion 
of the copies printed, somewhere, sometime, meet a heartfelt need of some 
man, woman, or child. 

Commercial publishers have of course played a very large part in keeping 
this Book on the market and in adapting its appearance to changing tastes, 
an d its publication has indeed been good business. The Bible Societies and 
other non-profit publishers have also had a great share in getting copies into 
homes, hotels, and institutions. There are thousands of homes in the United 
States with shelves of unused Bibles and there are thousands of homes still 
without any copy at all. But there are also hundreds of thousands of well- 
used Bibles and Testaments in homes all across the country and hundreds of 
thousands of thumbed Testaments in pockets and handbags of American 

men and women. All of these Bibles still carry the same history of a great

people and the message of a changeless God and His love for mankind.

Testaments is the same, the type of both title pages is from the same font, the columns of text 

the same width, and the plates are all by British engravers. 

The theory has also been advanced by Whitman Bennett that this may be the folio Bible 
published by William Woodhouse, Philadelphia, in 1788 (see Evans 20960)* Since a copy of 
the Woodhouse Bible of this date has never been located, any relationship between these two

scriptions as the demand for a Catholic Bible was small in the United States at that time. The 
dertaking was therefore an expensive one for the size of the edition, and it was first decided 
to print the Bible in 48 parts, to be issued weekly. Though it is generally assumed that a few 

parts were printed (the designation "Vol i” does not appear on any signatures on the first 

89 pages of text), Carey abandoned the scheme and fonned the publishing firm of Carey, 

which published the Bible on Dec 1, 1790, The type was specially cast by 

Philadelphia. It is now the rarest of the notable early American editions of 

the Bible, {See R um b all - Petre, America’s First Bibles p 97-106.) 

In the course of a few years, Careys firm became one of the largest bookselling and 
rinting firms and the largest and most important Bible printing house in the country. Eventually

Isaiah Thomas, whom Benjamin Franklin called “the Baskcrville of America,” was one of 

the notable publishers of the Bible during the early days of the Republic, He began his publish¬ 
ing venture in Boston, together with Zechariah Fowle, m 1770* Shortly thereafter he became 
sole owner of the firm. At this time he published the newspaper Massachusetts Spy, in which 
he supported the colonial cause. During the Revolutionary War he moved his presses and types 
to Worcester, Massachusetts, where he built up a large business* He also established branches in 


other cities: Thomas it Andrews, Boston; Thomas, Andrews it Pennrman, Albany; Thomas, 
Andrews & Butler, Baltimore; and Thomas & Co., Walpole, New Hampshire. 

In 1790, Mr. Thomas announced his plan for the publication of a folio Bible and also 

for one in Royal quarto (see following entry, No 30). He made a special effort to procure a 
correct text 


for his Bible and examined about thirty editions of the King James Version printed 
at various dates by different publishers. His text was further examined oy a number of clergy¬ 
men of Worcester and by other qualified people who compared it with no less than eight 
copies. {O'Callaghan, p 40.)

This is the Erst Bible printed in New Jersey and the first to be printed by Isaac Collins, 
a Quaker and native of Delaware. He later moved to Trenton where he was a printer to the 
State of New Jersey. He remained there until 1795, when he moved to New York where he 
carried on his business for another ten years. Collins first printing of the Scriptures was a New 

Testament which appeared in 1779 (No 4). 

In 1789 Collins issued a proposal to publish the Holy Bible on receipt of 3000 subscrip¬ 
tions, at a cost of Four Spanish Dollars; One dollar to be paid at the time of subscribing, the 
remainder on the delivery of the book. He later announced that Downames Concordance would 

be included at no extra cost. This Bible was published in 1791 in an edition of 5000 copies. 
(Simms, p 130.) 

In the Advertisement to his second edition, 1807, Collins gives the following information 
about his first edition of 1791. In order to comply with the various sentiments regarding the 
inclusion of the Apocrypha and commentaries, Collins offered to print the Bible with the 
Apocrypha or Ostervald s Notes — or both or neither — providing subscribers made their 
wishes known in advance. An address To the Reader by Dr. Witherspoon was substituted for 
the Dedication to King James, and an Account of the Dates or Time of Writing the Books of

Both were later used by many other printers in their editions. Similar material is found in W. 
Young's 1790 duodecimo printed in Philadelphia (No 25).

A number of 

eminent authorities in the field, including Dr. Witherspoon, superintended the work. Recourse 

was had to the most authentic copies of the Bible in the original languages and to the best 

English versions. The typography was thoroughly checked and it was said that only two 

were found after its publication — one a broken letter, the other a punctuation mark. Collins 

also notes that Mathew Carey, Wm. Durell, and other printers adopted this edition as their 
standard of correctness.

printing was accomplished. This process was very expensive in terms of labor and time. With 

such an extensive book as the Bible and with a continuous sale, the problem was a serious one* 
Isaiah Thomas conceived the idea of buying sufficient type to set up the entire Bible at one 
time, so that it could be reprinted at convenience. Negotiations were undertaken with the Fry 
Foundry in London, and in 1791 Thomas agreed to the terms of £1444 for nonpareil type for 
a duodecimo Bible, to be completed in '‘not less than 12 months*” See The Isaiah Thomas Standing 
Bible by Douglas C* McMurtrie (pamphlet privately printed, 1928)* See also Isaiah Thomas by 
Clifford K* Shipton (Rochester, The Printing House of Leo Hart, 1948).

Carey. Carey was the foremost printer and publisher of the Bible in America during the first 
quarter of the nineteenth century and published over sixty duodecimos and quartos of the 
King James Version {see note under 1790, No 23). As his business expanded, much of the 
wort was transferred to other printers, as can be noted from the above imprint and imprints 
of many subsequent editions. 

The distinctions among the various quarto editions are in the number and arrangement of 
materials added to the text in the form of tables, indexes, commentaries, plates (maps and 
historical scenes), and the quality of the paper on which they are printed. According to 

Carey's Advertisement of 1816 (quoted in CrCallaghan, p 131-134), prices varied from $3.75 

for a Bible printed on coarse paper without Apocrypha, plates, etc., to $20 for a Bible printed 
on superfine paper with Apocrypha, Concordance, 100 plates, etc., and done in Morocco gilt 
with gilt edges.

This is the first appearance in the United States of the popular family commentary known 
as Scott's Bihle* Thomas Scott (1747-1821), a Church of England clergyman with Calvinist 

leanings, prepared a commentary for the English publisher Bellamy, which was planned to 

appear in 100 weekly numbers (a procedure popular at that time), Scott was to receive a

They Erst appeared in a small Bible probably printed in Amsterdam in 1662 (and 
possibly even as early as 1644) and were many times reprinted. These references, more for 
the purpose of commentary and explanation than for scholarly understanding, are often suggestive 
and carefully selected, in their many reprintings they became full of typographical errors and 

often added to by later editors.

Charles Thomson {1729-1824) made the first translation of the Septuagint into the Eng¬ 
lish language, and the first English translation of the NT in the western hemisphere. He emigrated 
to thi* country from his native Ireland in 1739. By chance he met a patroness who provided 
his early education. After receiving the degree of Master of Arts, he served as a tutor at the 
College of Pennsylvania, which later became the University of Pennsylvania, He adopted the 
patriot cause, and was unanimously elected secretary to the Continental Congress upon its 

organization in 1774, He held this post until 1789 when be resigned in order to pursue his 
scholarly interests. His first acquaintance with the Septuagint came when he purchased

to fascination, he found the other part in the same store. This edition, including also a reprint 
of Thomas Buck's printing of the Creek NT (1632), was published by John Field at Cambridge, 

England in 1665. 

Thomson spent twenty years in making the translation. The books called Apocrypha, which 
are included in the canon of the Greek OT hut not in the Hebrew, were omitted in his transla¬ 
tion. After copying the MS four times, he had it published at Philadelphia by Jane Aitken, the 
first woman to print any part of the Holy Scriptures in America, and the daughter of the 
printer Robert Aitken. It is of interest that the name "Cha. Thomson" appears as the signer 
of the Congressional resolution in the front of the 1782 Aitken Bible (No 11). 

A manuscript copy in three volumes of Thomson's translation of the Septuagint (and NT?) 
is in the Reis Library, Alleghany College, Meadville, Pa. NNAB has a portion of the autograph 
translation of the work. It has many textual changes in the original hand on 305 mim 
foolscap sheets. Leaves 1—32 are lacking, 305 is in fragments. The MS seems to have included 
Job to Mala chi; leaf 33 begins with Psalm 22:20. Thomson's own printed copy of the transla¬ 
tion with his last MS corrections is owned by the Library Company of Philadelphia. 
Pennsylvania Historical Society's library has his translation from the Creek NT, The New 
Covenant Commonly Called trie New Testament, one volume. PHi also has the Synopsis of 

the Four Evangelists, and Interpretations of Biblical Words and their translation from Greek 
into English , 3 voIs, in his handwriting. 

In addition to the translations, a Synopsis of the Four Evangelists; or, A regular history of 

the conception, birth, doctrine, miracles, death and resurrection of Jesus Christ in the words 
of the Evangelists was published for the editor by Win. M'Culloch, Philadelphia (iv, 200, 50 p.

This is the first Bible printed in Connecticut and was referred to by the publishers as the 
"School Bible.” The firm of Watson and Goodwin, Hartford* Connecticut, published the well- 
known Connecticut Courant . In 1779 Watson died and Barsillai Hudson became the publishing 
partner of Goodwin, establishing the firm of Hudson and Goodwin. The following (from 
O'Callaghan, p 96) appeared in the Connecticut Courant of 18 October 1809: "Hudson and 
Goodwin have the satisfaction to announce to the public that they have this day completed 
their first edition of the School Bible . The type is entirely new, imported at heavy expense (from 
the foundry of Wilson and Sons, Glasgow, at a cost of 6000 crowns), and the paper is so good 
a quality that it is asserted with confidence to be the best of the kind offered for sale in this

Between 1809 and 1813 copies of this Bible were purchased at about sixty cents each for 
distribution by the following newly formed organizations: Albany Bible Society, Bible Society 
of Charleston, South Carolina, Auxiliary Bible Society of the County of Cayuga, New York 
Connecticut Bible Society, Fairfield County Bible Society, Connecticut, New jersey Bible 
Society, New York Bible Society, Bible Society of the State of Rhode Island and Providence 
Plantations. A copy in the Library of the British and Foreign Bible Society, London, was 

resented by the Connecticut Bible Society as a sample of the books they were purchasing 

or distribution. No copies have been located with the Connecticut Bible Society imprint.

This seems to be the only American edition of Belsham’s "Improved Version” of New¬ 
comers translation. Archbishop William Newcome of the Church of Ireland was one of the 
eighteenth century British scholars concerned with improving the English Bible. He published 
an edition of the Minor Prophets in London in 1785, of Ezekiel in 1788, and a New Testament 
1796* Newcome’s NT was taken as a basis for one prepared by a group of London scholars, 
chief of them being Thomas Belsham, a Unitarian. Variations from the Textus Receptus were 
indicated in the margin where there were also placed passages from Newcome’s text that had 
been changed in this new text, first printed in London in 1808. A London edition of 1817 
contains some changes made after comparison with Criesbachs second edition. 

In 1809 there was printed in Philadelphia by Kimber and Conrad an edition of An Enriw/i

"Particular inquiries were made for the purpose of ascertaining whether it would be 
eligible for the Society to purchase types; and considering the delay, expense, and uncertainty 
incident to any proceedings for importing stereotype from Europe, the idea was entirely 
linquished. Means were also employed to ascertain where the best and cheapest Bibles could 
be procured at home; and those printed by Messrs. Hudson, Goodwin, & Co. Hartford, were, 

the whole, preferred. From them have been procured two thousand copies, and two thousand 
more have been ordered, All Bibles procured for the use of the Society, are stamped on the 
cover and upper edge of the leaves with the name of the New-York Bible Society, and deposited 
in the Book-store of Messrs. Williams & Whiting, who have generously offered, without any

Adam Clarke, LL.D. (1763-1832) was bom in Ireland but became very active in Eng¬ 
land in the Methodist Church. He was an Honorary Governor for Life of the British and 
Foreign Bible Society. The most important of his numerous works is this commentary on the 
Bible, first printed in England in 8 vols, 1810-1825. In the Panoplist for October 1810 {1811 
vol, n.s. m, p 239a) an edition in parts at $L50 each by John T. Watson, Philadelphia, and 
Daniel Fenton, Trenton, was listed under proposed works but there is no record or its pub¬ 
lication. Clarke's commentary is still being published by the Methodist Publishing Concern,

only type enough to set twelve pages at a time, he walked to his house, a distance of four 
miles, twice a week, to read proofs with him; and to give greater currency to the edition, he 
prevailed on Dr. Payson to allow him to insert on the title page, 'Revised and corrected by 
Rev. S. Payson, D.D/ Some of the Doctors friends having got the impression that he had 
been making a new Translation of the Testament, it gave him no little uneasiness. To relieve 
him of this, Mr. Ide printed the words 'first New-Ipswich edition,' and pasted the slip over 
the obnoxious line.

This is the first of many editions printed in Brattleborough (or Brattleboro). 

In 1803 William Fessenden (1779-1815), a young printer from New Hampshire, came to 

Brattleboro and a year later established a newspaper and printing business. Among his pub¬ 
lications was Webster's spelling book, the plates and rights to which he had secured from 
Anthony Haswell at Bennington. His business flourished and he married a daughter of John 
Holbrook (1761-1838), a successful business man who had built up a considerable business 
in shipping meat and other products down the river to Connecticut. In 1815 Fessenden died 
very suddenly, and his father-in-law, then living at Warehouse Point, Conn., returned to 
Brattleboro to take over Fessenden's business whien he successfully developed into an industry 
that was an important factor in the growth of the town. He immediately undertook the publica¬ 
tion of the above Bible. "For undertaking to publish a large family Bible, by subscription, in 
this obscure town so far away from the great centers of trade, Mr, Holbrook was ridiculed 
by the greatest publishers of the day in New York and Boston, and certain failure of the 
enterprise was by them confidently predicted.” To secure an adequate supply of paper Mr. 
Holbrook set up a paper mill, which in itself was quite a project in an area with no machine 
shop, no iron foundry, nor engine lathe. The iron castings were brought by horse from 
Rhode Island. William Fessenden's brother, Joseph, joined the firm but died in 1834. Deacon 
Holbrook withdrew from the firm in 1832 when he became president of the bank. John C. 

Holbrook and others then bought out the old firm. The company failed during the financial 
crisis of 1836 but was reorganized as a joint stock concern as the Brattleboro Typographic 
Company which "died a gradual lingering death.” (Henry Burnham, Brattleboro „ . . Early 
History with Biographical Sketches of Some of Its Citizens , D. Leonard: Brattleboro, 1880, 
p 34—35. See also Mary R, Cabot, The Annals of Brattleboro t Press of E, L. Hildreth and Co,: 
Brattleboro, 1921, Vol I, p 232-235 and 1681—1895.) 

In 1837 the Brattleboro Typographic Company approached the ABS with proposals for print¬ 
ing but the ABS Managers considered the matter "inexpedient.” 

The number of entries for this firm in its various forms during the 1820s and early 1830s is 

indication of its success.

The imprint of the American Bible Society is seen for the first time on this Bible* The 
ABS was founded in May 1816 “to encourage the wider circulation of the Holy Scriptures 
without note or comment,” using “the version now in common use.” Managers of the new 
organization felt that their first exertions ought to be directed toward the procurement of 
well-executed stereotype plates, for accommodation of large areas of the American continent. They 
accordingly contracted for three sets of stereotype plates of duodecimo size and three sets of 
octavo size for the English Bible to be ready in the spring of 1817* During the interim when 

the plates were in preparation, the New York Bible Society, which was founded in 1809, and 
the New York Auxiliary Bible Society united in presenting the American Bible Society with 
the stereotype plates of a duodecimo size Bible in Brevier type which they had had made with 

funds contributed by other societies and individuals in different parts of the country. The 

ABS printed its first edition of 10,000 copies from these plates of which the above described 
Bible is a copy. It was issued in November 1816 and sola for $1 to $1.85.

Of the above plates, two sets for the whole Bible {one Minion Duodecimo, and one 
Long Primer Octavo) were loaned to the Kentucky Bible Society which was to be responsible 
for printing editions for distribution west of the AUeghanies. See 1819, No 376. (See also 
American Bible Society Reports , 1817—1825.)

He took part in the War of 1812, was an elder in the Presbyterian church, a delegate 
to the convention that established the American Bible Society in 1810, and superintendent of the 
Utica Sunday Schools And teacher of a class as well. He also published books for the Mohawk 
and Choctaw Indians and two Hawaiian tracts for E. Loomis, contributing the cost of paper, 

, and binding. During the cholera epidemic of 1832 he personally attended the sick. He pub- 
i both Protestant and Catholic Testaments, His activities in the anti-Masonic movement and 
financial losses connected with the publication of the American edition of the Edinburgh Ency¬ 
clopedia caused his financial ruin m 1833. A head injury from a fall in 1840 seriously impaired his 
activities and he died in Utica in 1850. He was the father of S. Wells Williams, American mission¬

This is the first of a series of quarto Bibles published by H. and E. Phinney in Cooperstown 
between August 1, 1822, and the winter of 1848, when a fire destroyed their plant. O'Callaghan 
(p 158) quotes a letter from E. Phinney stating that the first edition consisted of 500 copies but 
that the last of the 138 editions (totalling 154,000 copies) printed during the latter part of 1848 
was 4,475 copies. About 100,000 copies included the Apocrypha and 14,750 had Brown's Con¬ 
cordance, "The stereotype plates were made by H. and E, P. at Cooperstown, Two proofs were 
read with the greatest care, the text having been compared with other editions, and a premium 
offered to the men in the establishment for the discovery of errors, even after tbe plates were 

cast." (O'Callaghan, p 158.) 

The Phinney brothers, Henry and Elihu, were the sons of an enterprising printer, Elihu 
Phinney, who came through the wilderness from Connecticut to Cooperstown in 1795 with press 

and type and established a press, bookshop, and newspaper serving much of western New York 

State. Yet he found time to serve as judge in the Court of Common Pleas. He died in 1813. James 
Fenimore Cooper, who in 1813 was a delegate to the convention that formed the American Bible 
Society, learned to set type in his shop, for fun. The Phinney’s imported all sorts of books from 

distributed them with their own publications through towns and 
villages from large wagons with moveable tops and counters, even providing a canal boat book 

store on the Erie Canal. They established a stereotyping foundry in 1820 and by 1830 had the 
largest plant in the town, employing forty hands and five presses and were part-owners of a 
local paper mill. In 1839 the founder's grandson, Henry Frederick Phinney, joined the firm. 
Labor troubles arose when new power presses were installed and a number of men dismissed. At 
this time the fire occurred and the plant was moved to Buffalo. In 1854, H, F. Phinney, who had 
married a daughter of Cooper, moved to New York and joined Henry Ivison in educational pub¬ 
lishing. (Madeleine B, Stern, “Books in the Wilderness, NYHA New York History xxxi, No 3 
[July 1950] 261-266.) 

Editions from similar plates were issued in 1833 by R. White & Co., Hartford (No 816) 
and G. M. Davison, Saratoga Springs (No 813); in 1842 by Jesper Harding, Philadelphia (No 
1129); in 1852 by Alden, Beardsley and Co., Auburn {No 1488) — reprinted by Jesper Harding 
in 1857 (No 1639) and again by A. J. Holman in 1872 (No 1895); and in 1871 by William 
Harding (No 1867) — reprinted by Henry Altemus in 1890 (No 2037). The pagination in these 
editions is similar but the division of lines within the same verses occasionally varies, indicating 
that some must have been from other type-settings.

Hall also fists separate Greek and English editions for 1823, as 
well as this 1823 diglot. He adds that the Greek type seems to be the same as that used by Mathew 
Carey in his edition of Epictetus, 1792. For the English text alone, see No 478. 

The Rev. Abner Kneeland (1774—1844) was originally a Baptist minister, but later be¬ 
came a Universalist and then a Deist. During his ministry at the Universalist Church in Phila¬ 
delphia he prepared this edition. While he originally planned 
“Improved Version,” according to the “Emendations' he soon found he wished to make more 
changes. He also lists further improvements he would like to make for a later edition. 

♦ Kneeland was tried for “a certain scandalous, impious, obscene, 
blasphemous and profane libel of and concerning God.” Although conviction was secured, a long 
series of hung juries and postponements in the appellate courts delayed his sentence until 1838. 
Despite a protest petition signed by several eminent men, the sentence was enforced. Theodore 
Parker's words gave vent to the feelings aroused by the case: “Abner was jugged for sixty days; 
but he will come out as beer from a bottle, all foaming, and will make others foam.” In 1839 
Mr. Kneeland immigrated to “Salubria,” on the Des Moines River m Iowa. His proposed 
rationalist colony never materialized, and he died there in 1844. Among his other works was 
A Brief Sketch of a New System of Orthography , 1807.

Webster was keenly hurt by the indifference of the public to what he considered “the 

most important enterprise of my life.” When the Bible was issued in September 1833, it sold

Rodolphus Dickinson (1787-1863), a rector of the Episcopal Church of St. Pauls 
in the District of Pendleton, South Carolina, sought to make the text more readable both in 
content and form. It was based on the Greek version of Griesbach. In the Preface, Dickinson 
states: "The lapse of centuries has produced a revolution in the English language, requiring 
correspondent change in the version of the scriptures; and I may add, that the errors in gram¬ 
mar and rhetoric, the harsh and indelicate expressions, dispersed through the generally adopted 
text, demand amendment/' The Testament was printed in paragraph form with no other 
material on the page than the text and headings. The titles of the several books were changed. 
The translation was for the most part a mere substitution of words which did not always 

hance the readability of the text. See O'Callaghan, p 225f; also Simms, p 232. 

The left-hand page heading throughout the NT is "Apostolic Productions." In i Tim 4:16 
Dickinson translates "Attend to yourself, and to your doctrine/' continuing the error which has 
been noted in many AV editions since 179L His translation of the Lucan canticles is remarkable: 

"And it happened, that when Elizabeth heard the salutation of Mary, the embryo was joyfully 
agitated . . . ; and she exclaimed with a loud voice, and said Blessed are you among women! 
and blessed is your incipient offspring!" (Luke 1:41—42) , . . "He has precipitated potentates 
from their thrones, and has exalted the lowly. He has satisfied the necessitous with benefits; but 
the affluent he has dismissed destitute/' (Luke 1:52—53.)

Rabbi Isaac Leeser (1800-1868) received Talmudic instruction and linguistic training in 
his native Germany. After coming to this country at the age of 17, he assisted his uncle, a mer¬ 
chant at Richmond, Va. When some articles he had written in defense of Judaism attracted atten¬ 
tion, he was invited in 1829 to become hazzan, or precentor, of the Congregation Mikveh Israel 
at Philadelphia. The next year he began to deliver sermons and became recognized as the 
pioneer of the Jewish pulpit in this country. His Collected Discourses were published 
volumes in 1807. 

Rabbi Leeser had long hoped to prepare an English version of the Holy Scriptures for 
his fellow Jews. About 1838 he announced his project, and began publishing at his own expense 
seven years later Concerning the style of his translation. Rabbi Leeser wrote (in Postscript 
to Deuteronomy, p 147) that “it has been the Editor's endeavor to furnish as nearly as 
rible, a literal transcript of the Hebrew, and any harshness which may have hence 
he trusts, will be kindly overlooked for the fidelity to the original. . . 

While he made full use of the works of German writers from Mendelssohn on, he refrained 
from consulting with English-speaking Jews. His only acknowledgment among English writers 
is to the editor of Bagster’s Comprehensive Bible, William Greenfield. He adopted the German

Jonathan Morgan was a lawyer and inventor in Portland, Maine, best remembered as an 
eccentric who wore a weird wide hat, a long cloak, and huge goggles. A printer who had set 
type for his Testament wrote that he was a constant attendant of tne Universalist Church and 

possibly one of its founders. He loved to ask questions that were very difficult to answer. He 

to have been inactive as a lawyer and while his inventions were ingenious, he did not 
perfect them or profit from them. He patented a coffee grinder with a long handle and devised 
a brick steamboat.

Pica Octavo, the first of a series of ‘‘standard editions." In 1847 the attention of the 
Committee on Versions had been called to the fact that there were minor variations among the 

English Bibles issued by the ABS and also by other publishers, mainly in the matter of the use 

of italics, punctuation, and capitalization. Italics had been used in the King James Bible to show 
that certain words not actually appearing in the Hebrew or Creek text were inserted to make 
sense in English; in black letter editions these were in small roman letters. The page headings 
also varied somewhat as it was necessary to revise them with most new settings since the 
Biblical material appearing on any page would be different. Changes seem to have been made 
by various printers, although American printers such as Isaac Collins claimed to have based 
their texts on the best Oxford, and Cambridge editions, particularly the Oxford University Press 
edition of 1769 edited by Dr. Benjamin Blayney. 

In 1847, the Board charged a committee to investigate the matter and prepare for the ABS 
a more accurate text, one in which the page headings and chapter summaries used only words 
and expressions found in the text. The Society's Royal Octavo Bible of 1833 (No 822) was to 
be compared with recent copies from London (BFBS?), Oxford, Cambridge, and Edinburgh, 
and with the original 1611 edition. The results of a 3^2 years' study were published in the 
Annual Report for 1852 (p 28—37). The Committee's report pointed out that although 24,000 
variations had been found among the six copies examined, "there is not one, which mars the 
integrity of the text, or affects any doctrine or precept of the Bible" ( p 36). 

The New Testament cited above was the first result of the report. It was followed in 1852 
by the Bourgeois Octavo Reference Bible (No 1504) which was voted at the annual meeting 
of May 1851 to be the Society's standard.

The Rev, Spencer H. Cone, D,D. (1785—1855) had been a teacher, actor, and journalist 
before being converted in 1814, after which he became a Baptist preacher. He was a Corres¬ 
ponding Secretary of the American Bible Society from 1833 to 1836 (when he became involved 
in the controversy over “immerse” editions) and was active in the founding of the American 
and Foreign Bible Society, serving as its president. In 1850, he was influential in founding the 
American Bible Union, an organization of Baptists interested in the publication of an improved 
version of the New Testament in English, and of which he was also president, (See 1862-63, 
No 1764*) The Rev. Henry William Wyckoff (1807-1876) was editor of The Baptist Advocate 

and minister of the Laight Street Baptist Church in New York. He was also active in the organ¬ 
ization of the American and Foreign Bible Society and the American Bible Union, 

The Coue-Wyckoff revision of the NT was based on the original Greek and the work of 
numerous commentators during the previous 200 years. The editors claimed to "have removed 
many of the most objectionable blemishes and so far made a good translation better,” along 
with having made “several hundred e men da tion s - ” It was an “immersion” version. 

Dr* Cone was eager to have the version made available and in 1851 it was published “at 

the expense of a few benevolent individuals." Its publication at private expense grew out of 
the controversy then existing regarding the refusal of organizations, such as the ABS, to print 
sectarian versions. The revision was to serve until a more satisfactory work could be provided 
aud the plates were to be offered to the AFBS for wide distribution for purposes of criticism 
and correction of the text.

James Murdock (1776-1856) graduated from Yale College and entered the Congrega¬ 
tional ministry He was later professor of Ancient Languages at the University of Vermont, and 
professor of Sacred Rhetoric and Ecclesiastical History at Andover Theological Seminary. In 
1828 he retired to devote himseli exclusively to the study of church history, orientalia, and phi¬ 
losophy. Among his many undertakings was the translation of the NT into English from the 
Syriac. In the Preface, Mr. Murdock states that his aim was to accomplish a literal translation 
in idiomatic English (modelled after the AV) in Saxon rather than Latin phraseology, usin 
English forms of proper names from the Peshito. The translation was considered a faithful an 
scholarly one, and was well and widely received.

This must have been one of the first Bibles prepared in the new Bible House at Astor Place, 
opposite Cooper Union, to which the Society moved in 1853. The ABS's earliest depositories 

from 1816 to 1823 were in various locations on Nassau and Cedar Streets, Cliff near Fulton, 
and Sloat Lane (Hanover Street) near Exchange; in 1823 it built a new home on Nassau Street 
which, with various additions, was occupied unti 1853. In this fine six-story building all print¬ 
ing and distributing operations could be carried on and the income derived 


from rented space 

used to cover maintenance costs. For an interesting description of the publishing processes i 

the 1860s, see the chapter entitled “For Christians to Read, in Mark Twain’s Travels with Mr. 
Brown (Knopf 1940, p 202-209), in which Twain describes his visit to the building in 1867. The 
ABS moved most of its activities from the Astor Place building in 1936 and in 1953 the build¬ 
ing was sold. It was demolished in 1956 to make way for new buildings for Cooper Union.

In 1864 he became 
pastor of the First Catholic Congregational Church (Independent) of Boston and called himself 
a Christian Rationalist His translation is based on the Tischendorf Greek text of Leipzig, 1850. 

The Preface states that the translation is “a strict literal rendering/' aiming "to express the 
original with the utmost clearness, force and precision. It adopts a thoroughly modem style, 
except for the prayers, and makes freely whatever changes are necessary for this purpose/ 1 He 
also published an Introduction to the New Testament (1883) and Final Theology (1891). 

In the Preface (p vi-vii) Sawyer praised individual work in Bible translation, saying: 
"It is an unfortunate result of King James's translation of the Bible by an imposing council of 
learned men, that it has tended to discourage individual effort in respect to a labor of this 
kind, and to create a prejudice against it as necessarily incompetent and untrustworthy.. 
there are great works which individuals can perform better than multitudes or councils. Councils 
did not make the Bible at first. It was made by individuals, each man acting for himself, and 
giving utterance to the mighty thoughts that God had given him. A council did not make Para¬ 
dise Lost, and could not; nor has a council ever produced any immortal work of genius or 
learning, unless it is the English Bible of King James. *. . As individuals, therefore, have gener¬ 
ally been the prosecutors of literary enterprises, in the department of Bible translation no less 
than in other departments, and as individuals have been eminently successful and useful in 
this department of labor heretofore, both in England and other countries, let it be hoped that 
they may be again.”

This is the first appearance of the American Bible Union Version, The ABU was formed 
in 1850 by Baptists who were not satisfied with the conservative attitude of the American and

Joseph Smith (1805-1844), founder of the Church of Jesus Christ of Latter Day Saints 
(Mormon), based his version of the Bible on a “direct revelation*' which he Erst received in 
June 1830. The following extracts concerning his work are quoted from the Preface of the above 
edition: 


As concerning the manner of translation and correction, it is evident, from the 

MSS. and the testimony of those who were conversant with the facts, that it was 
done by direct revelation from God. 

It was begun in June, 1830, and was finished July 2, 1833, . . . The MSS., at his 
death, in 1844, were left in the hands of his widow, where they remained until 
the spring of I860, when they were delivered to Wm. Marks, L L. Rogers, and 
Wm, W. Blair, a Committee ... to procure them for publication; and were by 

them delivered to the Committee of Publication, consisting of Joseph Smith [J 
Israel L. Rogers, and Ebenezer Robinson, and are now presented^ as they came 
into our hands. 

On Smith's death the church split and this text is that of the Reorganized Church of 
Jesus Christ of Latter Day Saints (Independence, Missouri). The Utah group continued to use 

the King James Version.

This analysis was first prepared by “a wealthy currier of England,” Matthew Talbot, and 
published about 1800, The material was arranged by subject in thirty Books divided into chap¬ 
ters and sections, giving every verse in the Bible but once. The two indexes (one really a table 
of contents, the other alphabetical) were inadequate* A plagiarized edition was published in 
1848 bv an Englishman named Whowell as Analogy of the Old and New Testament Systemati¬ 
cally Classified ♦ In 1853 came Nathaniel Wests revision of Talbots work, in which there was 

little change except that West included twelve verses that Talbot had inadvertently omitted 

(making a total of 31*173) and added a Consulting Apparatus of nine tables and indexes — a 

great labor but of considerable practical value. 

A. J* Johnson bought the plates of the 1853 West edition from Scribner & Co. and asked 
Fred B, Perkins to see what they needed for improvement. He found many typographical 
and recommended a revision in view of more recent scholarship.

Over twenty years ago, when 1 had four sisters, a friend met with us weekly to 
search the Scriptures, we being desirous to learn the exact meaning of every Greek 
and Hebrew word, from which King James's forty-seven translators had taken their 
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version of the Bible. We saw by the margin that the text had not been given 
literally, and it was the literal meaning we were seeking. ... I soon gave my atten¬ 
tion to the Hebrew, and studied it thoroughly, and wrote it out word for word, 

giving no ideas of my own, but endeavoring to put the same English word for the 
same Hebrew or Greek word, everywhere, while King James's translators have 
wholly differed from this rule; but it appeared to us to give a much clearer under¬ 
standing of the text. 

It had never at that time entered my mind that I should ever publish the work, 

but I was so much interested and entertained to see the connection from Genesis 
to Revelation, that I continued my labors and wrote out the Bible five times, twice 
from the Greek, twice from the Hebrew, and once from the Latin — the Vulgate. 

These three languages were written over the head of our Saviour. They are now 
dead languages ana cannot be altered. ... It may be thought by the public in 
general, that I have great confidence in myself, in not conferring with the learned 
in so great a work, but as there is but one book in the Hebrew tongue, and I have 
defined it word for word, I do not see how anybody can know more about it than 
I do. . * . 

As a result of the use of the same English word for the same Hebrew or Greek word, the 
English of this translation is quite unnatural. The work was published at Miss Smith's own 
expense. Apparently the above edition was the only one published.

The NT was based on Tre¬ 
gelles' Greek text, but in 1897 was conformed to the Westcott and Hort text, A third edition 
was published in 1897 and the OT, based on Ginsberg’s Hebrew text, was published in London 
in 1901—02. This is an “immersion” version. It is uncertain when this NT was first printed in 
America. It is possible that the above edition may have been printed in England.

The revisers began work in England in 1871; in 1872 two American committees 
began joint work, meeting regularly every month for eight years in the old Bible House at Astor 
Place (but they were not associated in any way with the ABS). The costs of the English group 

met by the Oxford and Cambridge University presses in return for exclusive copyright 
privileges, no changes to be made for fourteen years after publication of the whole Bible. The 
expenses of the American group — working without compensation — were met by private 
subscription, donors to receive handsomely bound memorial copies when the work was com¬ 
pleted. (These memorial copies are not included in this list as they were printed in England.)

The ERV New Testament was published in England, May 17, 1881, and in the United 
States on May 20.

There seemed to be no restrictions on the use of the text or the form in 
which it should appear, as the following entries for this period indicate. 

The new text actually followed the language and style of the AV, the changes consisting 
mainly in the correction of erroneous Greek readings or renderings, inconsistences in transla¬ 
tion and vocabulary, and the clarification of obscure renderings. In spite of its large initial sale, 
however, the ERV never became generally popular.

Frederick W* Grant (1834—1902) was a leader among the Plymouth Brethren* Bom in 

the Putney district of London, he emigrated to Toronto at the age of 21* Later he moved to 
Brooklyn, and then to Plainfield, New Jersey. After his attention had been drawn to the “Penta¬ 
teuch” of the five books in the Psalter and to the acrostic Psalms, he began to look for evidences 
for a law of numbers as a key to the interpretation of the Scriptures as a whole. He published 
the basis of his numerical system in 1876* In 1891, he began the publication of the above 
revision of the King James Bible* He finished the NT, but his death occurred before the OT 

could be completed* Certain parts of the Numerical Bible have been reprinted several times.

The American Baptist Publication Society took over the work of the American and Foreign 
Bible Society and the American Bible Union, and a new committee was formed in 1883 to 
“improve” the ABU Version {see 1862—63 NT, No 1764). This committee consisted of Alvah 
Hovey, D.D., President of Newton Theological Seminary; John A* Broadus, D.D., President 
of Louisville Theological Seminary; and Henrv G, Weston, D.D., President of Crozer Theological 

Seminary. The NT was issued first and appeared in two forms, one rendering the Greek word 
baptizo as “baptize,” the other as “immerse,” It was further revised for publication with the

The work on the OT was assigned in 1889 to Professor Bernard C. Taylor, Crozer Theolog¬ 
ical Seminary (the parts previously translated by Dr. Conant — see No 1764 — and the rest 
of the Pentateuch); Professor J. R. Sampey, D.D., Southern Baptist Theological Seminary 
(Chronicles, Ezra, Nehemiah, Esther, Ecclesiastes, Song of Solomon, and Lamentations); Prof. 
William R. Harper, University of Chicago (Isaiah and the minor prophets); and Prof. Ira M. 
Price, Fh.D., University of Chicago (Jeremiah, Daniel, and Ezekiel). Dr. J. M. F. Smith, also 
of the University of Chicago, read proof of Dr, Harper's section.

Only one copy of this “Exhibition Bible*' was produced. It was manufactured by the 
Methodist Publishing House, Barbee & Smith, Agents, expressly for exhibition at the World's 
Columbian Exposition at Chicago in 1893, to show the mechanical attainments in bookmaking 
in the southern states at the time. It received a Certificate of Award, accompanied by a ‘‘Medal 
for Specific Merit," and was later exhibited at the Tennessee Centennial Exposition, Nashville, 
1897, It is printed in letters of pure gold on sheets of sheepskin, each page having a border 
about three inches wide illuminated in color. The materials used in its manufacture cost $1700 
and the work took many months. The text is set in 12-point Modem Roman in parallel columns, 
double leaded. The borders were printed first, then the gold leaf laid on the plate and pressed 
into the vellum by a revolution of the press cylinder. Although it was first planned to print fine 
pulpit Bibles from this type, there seem to have been no such editions published. The above

Seymour Hobart Spencer (1845-1913) planned as a youth to follow his father into Episco¬ 
pal orders. In 1866 he became a Roman Catholic and, upon entering the Paulist novitiate, took the 
name of Francis Aloysius. After his ordination, he transferred to the Dominican order in 1871, 

where he was several times Superior and 
the Latin Vulgate (1898) and from the Greek (1901), the latter being published in four editions. 

(Although all the sources consulted say that Father Spencer’s translation from the Vulgate 

published in 1898, no copy of a translation based on the Latin text alone has been discovered 

in this study. The NcAS 1900 and the NNAB 1901 copies of the Gospels are from the Greek 
and are copyright 1898. Their title pages read exactly like the above DLC copy and there is 
nothing m the translator’s preface to indicate a previous edition.) 

Father Spencer undertook a translation of the complete NT from the Greek texts available 

at the time. He died shortly after completing the manuscript, which remained unpublished for 

time. In 1935, when the American hierarchy of the Catholic Church recognized the need 
for a new translation in English, Father Spencer’s translation was brought to light. It was 

refully edited and published in 1937 (No 2363) and was reissued in 1940.

The Christian Commercial Mens Association of America {now known as the Gideons, or 
the Gideons, International) resulted from a meeting in the fall of 1898 of John H t Nicholson of 
Janesville, Wisconsin, and Samuel E, Hill of Beloit in a hotel m Boscobel, Wisconsin, and was 
organized, with William J. Knights of Wild Rose, Wisconsin, in July 1899 at Beaver Dam, 
Their inspiration was the story of Gideon m Judges 0 and 7; their initial concern was the religious 
life of commercial men who spent long periods away from home, staying in hotels. They began 
placing Bibles in hotels in 1908* The movement extended to serve other institutions and became 

widespread here and abroad.

His translation is 
based on Tfrchendorf's edition of the Codex Sinaiticus which he regarded as an Infallible copy of 
the original text. He did not follow the Codex Sinaiticus order of books and omitted the Epistle 
of Barnabas and the Shepherd of Hermas. In the Prologue he states that the Codex Sinaiticus 
was published in 1859, the year he graduated from college, and shortly thereafter he secured 
a copy of Tischendorf's edition. When he was assigned to camp-meetings in 1884 he began 
expounding the Scriptures from the Greek and many people urged him to publish a translation. 
After 20 years he yielded to this pressure.

Before the turn of the century initial steps were taken to produce a new English version 
of the Hebrew Scriptures for Jews, In 1892, the Jewish Publication Society of America selected 
a committee, headed by Dr. Morris Jastrow and, from 1903, by Dr, Solomon Schechter, to 

procure scholars to undertake independent translations of the various books. (A list of the 
translators can be found in the Preface to the 1917 Bible, No 2234,) Because of the complexity 
of this plan, the project languished from 1901 to 1908, and only the above Book of Psalms, 
translated by Kaufman Kohler and revised by the committee, was issued in this period. 

The Book of Psalms in the 1917 OT is a revision of this text. It was again issued separately 

in 1925 in a format resembling the 1903 edition, but the text is that of the 1917 version (289 p, 
13cm, NNAB).

Charles Foster Kent, Ph.D* (1867-1925) was a Congregationalist Biblical scholar who 

became Woolsey Professor of Biblical Literature at Yale in 1901* His aim was to translate the 
original texts into their modern English equivalents* He sought to conserve all that was good 

previous translations, indicating in the margins any fundamentally different reading and 
preserving the Hebrew idiom where “thoroughly naturalized" into English. He also edited a 
6-vol Historical Bible with an annotated text, various books on Biblical history, and served as 
joint editor with Frank Knight Sanders on The Messages of the Bible , a projected 12-vol set 
of which 11 vols were published. See also Kent's Shorter Bible (1918 NT, No 2242, and 1921 
OT, No 2253) in whieh he was assisted by other scholars. George Dahl in DAB says 

of Kent that he "did more than any other American scholar of his day to make accessible to 
the public the significant results of modern biblical study.” 

Professor Kent served as co-editor with Henry A. Sherman, head of the Department of 
Religious Literature of Charles Scribner's Sons, for the purpose of translating and arranging

This is a facsimile of Jefferson's original book, now at the Smithsonian Institution, made 
by pasting up in parallel columns, two to a page, extracts from the Greek, Latin, French, and 
English texts of the Gospels in harmony form (82 numbered leaves). Nine thousand copies 
were printed by resolution of Congress in 1904. The English text was from a Testament printed 
in 1804 (sec No 116)- Dr. Edgar J. Goodspeed has learned that the Latin and Greek were 
from a London edition of 1794, and the French from a Testament printed in Paris, 1802-1803. 

According to the Introduction by Cyrus Adler, Jefferson’s original idea had been to prepare 
a collection of Bible passages for the Indians. He refers to the project in letters to several corre¬ 
spondents in 1803 and 1804, indicating that he had prepared such a collection during "two 
three nights” in Washington while he was President and produced a booklet of some 46 pages, 
using onlv the English text. In 1816 he wrote to Charles Thomson about his "Philosophy of 
Jesus; it is a paradigma of his doctrines. ... A more beautiful or precious morsel of ethics I 
have never seen; it is a document in proof that I am a real Christian, that is to say a disciple 
of the doctrines of Jesus.” His aim was to extract for his own use only what he considered the 
genuine morals of Jesus, free of later additions, etc. Probably prepared in its present form in 
1819, Jefferson's book was known only to his closest correspondents. He was averse to any 
publicity for it, fearing misrepresentation of his ideas on religion. 

Even before the publication cited here, there appeared a collection of the texts in English 
made up from the MS list of contents, The Life and Morals of Jesus of Nazareth extracted 
textually from the Gospels, N, D. Thompson Publishing Co.: St. Louis, Chicago, and New York

Ivan Panin (1855-1942) was born in Russia, but his exile as a young man resulted in 

his eventually coming to the United States. He was graduated from Harvard University in 1882, 
and at about that time turned from agnosticism to Christianity. In 1890, Mr. Panin discovered 
a mathematical design underlying the Greek text of the NT. Subsequently he found that the 
OT had a similar structure. The above translation of the NT into English was in accordance 
with his system of Bible numerics. “The standard used for comparison was: for the Greek the 
Revision of Westcott & Hort; and, for the English, the American Revised Version 


(Preface). 
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In Panin s translation, every Greek word was rendered by the same English word and each 
English word represented only one Greek word. Other literalisms were emploved. 

The second edition appeared in 1935 and was reprinted several times. Since 1935 it has 
been printed by the University Press at Oxford with varying imprints. In 1945 its distribution 
was transferred to the Book Society of Canada, Toronto. In the 1914 edition, the translation in 

Mark 14-27 appears as “all ye shall be stumbled'’; in the 1935 edition, it reads “all ye shall 
stumble.

Moffatt’s new translation of the NT was first printed by Hodder and Stoughton, Ltd., Lon¬ 
don, in 1913 (x, 327 p; 22 cm; NNAB). The publisher's records are incomplete because of war 
damage but the firm reports that "500 cancel titles” (with sheets?) were printed and an extra 

set of stereos sent to America about January 1914, The first royalties were received from the 
George H. Doran Company in July 1914; royalties for the same editions were later received in 

1930 from Richard R. Smith and in 1933 from Harper and Brothers, NN, DLC, and other 

libraries have undated copies of the first edition imprinted Hodder and Stoughton, George H . 
Doran Company and copyright 1913, It seems impossible at this date to determine when the 
version was printed for the first time in America, 

The New Edition, Revised, listed above, was purchased by NNAB in 1917 and may be the 
first American printing of the Moffatt Version, It is printed m paragraph form, single column. 
Sheets and then plates for this format were sent to Hodder and Stoughton in London in 1919. 

NNAB has a reprint of the above dated 1930 and imprinted Richard R. Smith, Inc , NN 
and ViU have copies with Everyday Life Edition on title page, imprinted Association Press, 
New York, 1917. This was reprinted in 1941. 

James Moffatt (1870-1944) was bom in Scotland. He was Yates Professor of Greek at 
Mansfield College, Oxford, and later Professor of Church History at the United Free Church 
College, Glasgow. In 1927 he came to the United States and served as Washburn Professor of 
Church History at Union Theological Seminary, New York, 1927-1940, Dr, Moffatt made two 
different translations of the NT. The first preserved the language of the AV and was published 
in Edinburgh in 1901 under the tide, The Historical New Testament . . . A New Translation. 

A second edition, somewhat revised, appeared in August of the same year. The second transla¬ 
tion, based on the Greek text of von Soden, was first published m 1913 in England as noted 
above. It is a fresh translation in modem speech and not a revision of the 1901 edition (see Pref¬ 
ace), This translation was published with the AV in a parallel edition in 1922 {No 2257). 

Dr. Moffatt later translated the OT, which was first published in 1924—25 in 2 vols 
(No 2275). An edition of the complete Bible, incorporating the 1913 NT and the 1924—25 OT, 
was published in London in 1 vol in 1926; a revision was published in the United States by 


Harper & Bros, in 1935 (No 2350), 

The Moffatt Version has been frequently reprinted in several formats. The NT text forms 
the basis of the Moffatt NT Commentary (17 vols).

For seven years he was professor of Hebrew 
at Vanderbilt University* In 1909 he was ‘"set aside” by the New York East Conference of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church "to pursue investigations in the Old Testament*" He had previously 
published two books on the structure and documents of the Pentatcuchal books, against the 
dominant Wellhausen school: Torch of Moses, 1900 (339 p, octavo) and Law and Covenant, 
being a critical study of Deuteronomy , its separation into two versions, 1902 (213 p, octavo)* 

In 1928 Martin began to publish the above parts under various imprints, at Nashville.

This translation, known as the Confraternity Version, was prepared at the request of the 
Episcopal Committee of the Confraternity of Christian Doctrine, and approved by the Biblical 
Commission at Rome and by twenty-eight scholars of the Catholic Biblical Association under the 
chairmanship of the Rev. Edward P. Arbez. It is a revision of the Cha 11 oner-Rheims Version, 
taking advantage of advances in Greek scholarship but based on the Vulgate. Changes were 
also made in sentence structure and expression to "give a simple and clear modem version."

At 
least as early as 1938 the John C. Winston Company began printing at the Kingsport Press, Kings 
port, Tenn. for the PTL.

The text follows the 
British "trial" edition of 1944. 

Msgr. Ronald Arbuthnott Knox (1888—1957) was the fourth son of Dr. E. A. Knox, the 
Anglican Bishop of Manchester. He received his education at Eton and Oxford (Balliol) and 

took orders in the Church of England in 1912 but became a Roman Catholic in 1917. Msgr. 

Knox was an eminent scholar, churchman, preacher, literary stylist, satirist, and writer of de¬ 
tective stories. His translation of the Bible is based on the Latin Vulgate text, and he aimed at 
a sort of timeless English. While his work has delightful literary style, he occasionally resorted 
to paraphrase. The translation of the NT is probably more satisfactory from a scholarly point of 
view, particularly in the Epistles, than of the OT. Professor Robert A. Dyson, S.J., says of his 
work: "His translations will reach more people and influence more lives than anything else he 
did." Some changes were made in a "final” edition (1945) printed in England. Among these 
are Lads to Friends in John 21:5 and It is within your knowledge to You yourselves can testify 

in Acts 20:18.

his modem speech translation on the Tischendorf and Nestle and Leusden Greek texts, on the 


Latin New Testament, and on some modern language versions. Words which could not be 
translated adequately are explained in footnotes. Dr. Verkuyl also worked out as far as possible 
the dates of events or sayings and of writings of the NT. 

In 1946 the Gillick firm printed an edition in which forty-one errors were corrected; in 1947 
they issued another edition with additional corrections* Zondervan published editions in 1950 
ana 1953 with corrected notes but the original text.

This is the first appearance of the Revised Standard Version, or RSV* When the copyright 
to the American Standard Version was transferred in 1929 to the International Council of Re¬ 
ligious Education, consideration was given to its further revision. In 1930 the American Standard 
Bible Committee was set up, with Dean Luther A. Weigle, of the Yale University Divinity 

School, as chairman. At meetings in 1930 and 1931 there was a good deal of discussion as to 

how much revision was desirable. Although none of the members of the committee were to 
receive salaries or honoraria, there would be considerable expenses for travel to meetings, etc* 

In the early 1930s funds were difficult to secure for such a project but in 1936 satisfactory finan¬ 
cial arrangements were made. New members were added to the original committee of thirteen 

and in 1939 the Committee defined its task “to be that of revision of the present American 
Standard Edition of the Bible in the light of the results of modem scholarship, this revision to be 
designed for use in public and private worship and to be in the direction of the simple, classic 
EngHsb style of the King James Version/' Dr* James Moffatt, retiring from the faculty of Union 
Theological Seminary in 1938, became the executive secretary until his death iu 1944. Dr* 
Weigle carried on this responsibility until the appointment in 1947 of Dr Fleming James, dean 
emeritus of the School of Theology, the University of the South, Sewanee, Tenn* Other mem¬ 
bers of the NT Committee: H* J. Cadbury (Harvard), E* J* Goodspeed (U of Chicago), W* R. 
Bowie (Grace Church), F* C* Grant (Uuion), M, Burrows (Yale), C* T* Craig (Oberlin), and
